The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or suggest the invention as recited. While Browne-Wilkinson discloses 
a model of a knee which can be reconfigured to show various stages of surgery, there is 
no suggestion or motivation to modify the reference to provide a model of a heart 
comprising ventricles and veins or arteries which can be adjusted to demonstrate 
various stages of surgery. Montgomery discloses a series of heart models which show 
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different types of heart disorders but again, there is no suggestion or motivation that the 
models can be modified to demonstrate various stages of surgery.
